Returns from Governmental Authoritics, togethor with Monthly Pay-Roll Tax 
Returns lodgod by all omployers (other than Commonwealth Government Authoritics, 
religious and benevolent institrtions and public hospitels) paying more than 
£20 por weck in wages,

Earners" herein are synonymous with, and rclate to "wage and salary earners" 
on pay-rolls or "in employment" in the latter part of cach month as distinct 
from numbers of omployees actually working on a specific date, They include
